HENRY GEORGE AIRS HIS LAND VIEWS 


Says He Has Been Predicting the Present 
State of Things for Years. 

P. J. Grimes was chairman of wagon No. 
4, and after it had been driven on Michigan 
avenue from Madison to Adams street it was 
returned to the Lake-Front spposite Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co.’s, where the speaking 
took place. There were several hundred 
listeners. Mr. Grimes in his opening re- 
marks said the meeting had been called by 
the labor unions to show that a large number 
of workingmen were in a strait which de- 
manded prompt attention. A slur has been 
cast upon them that they wére not capable of 
discussing the question intelligently. As to 
this he said: 

I want you to show that we can hold a meet- 
ing peaceably and orderly. The bone and 
sinew of this city and Nation compose a class 
that respects law and order. It is now my 
supreme pleasure to introduce a gentleman of 
world wide reputation, and I invite your careful 
attention to an address from Henry George of 
New York. 

Mr. George in opening his speech said: 

„Fellow Citizens: It seems to me that to 
be invited to addressa vast meeting of the 
unemployed at this time is like inviting a 
pilot to take the helm ofa ship while in the 
breakers, I have for years been predicting 
such a state of things as now exists, pointing 
out the inevitable causes that must bring it 
about, and showing the simple measures that 
will prove a remedy, As for the immediate 
necessities I can suggest no more remedy 
than any one else.“ 

Mr. George then claimed that there was no 
such thing as unemployed labor until labor 
was shut out from the use cf land, for the ex. 
ertion of labor upon the land was the essential 
element in the production of wealth. The 
rise of land in value was claimed to give to 


owners of land the benefit not of their own 


labor but of the labor of the producing class, 
That, as labor and the increase of population 
gave-value to land, it therefore should belong 
to the producer and the community rather 
than to the individual owner. Continuing, 
he said: 
Let land be open and there will be no

GOMPERS DRAWS LARGEST CROWD. 


Lays Chief Stress On Organization and Fol- 
lowed by a Touch of Socialism. 

Around Wagon No. 5 was the largest of the 
audiences gathered about the speakers’ wag- 
ons. They listened attentively to the words 
of Samuel Gompers, President of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, and Thomas J. 
Morgan of Chicago, In the wagon beside 
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misfortune of A eee changer came 


And then the public lands should be thrown 
open and given tothe poor by the govern- 
ment, which could loan a small amount of 
money on a mortgage on the land to the gov- 
ernment with which the people could build 
houses and buy tools. Continuing he said: 

Think this over and decide for the best; make 
your demands as become men; don't be excited 
by men who advocate rash means for the settle 
ment of this grave question. There is no one who 
can hurt your cause as much as those who try to 
influence you to wild, foolish, hopeless acts of 
violence. Don't shed one drop of your precious 
blood. We have solved hard problems before 
without the help of the saber, musket, and dyna- 
mite. Keep up this labor movement. It may re- 
quire a long time to properly solve this question, 
but it can be done by patience and persever- 
ance. 

Thomas Morgan in a Workman’s Garb, 

When Thomas Morgan stepped forward to 
address the crowd he was dressed in a work- 
man’s jacket, blue overalls, and an apron. He 
said his workman’s dress was “no bluff,” as 
he had just come from work. 

Mr. Morgan evidently meant to give his 
hearers good sound advice and enjoin them to 
keep the peace but, when warmed up to his 
subject, he could not refrain from some ex- 
pressions which savored of socialism and 
called forth wild applause’ from the crowd, 
who seemed willing to listen to any proposal 
of radical measures. In the course of his re- 
marks Mr. Morgan said: 

I am here in the garb of a workingman. I have 


worn that garb for thirty-seven years. For twenty- 


five years I haye been a resident of this country, 
and for sixteen years I have been a citizen of this 
city; by this record I claim the right to ad- 
dress an audience of American workmen. I am a 
resident of this country by choice—not by acci- 
dent. I am one of you. I know your faults, your 
shortcomings, and your mistakes—they are nota 
few. With all your mistakes I am one of you, 
and am with you heart and hand. If there are 
criticisms to be made let them come from the 
other side and not from ourclass. The people 
who drive in carriages én these boulevards have 
denounced the meetings of unemployed in 

Lake-Front Park as gatherings of bums, and 


called foreign An ists. As a foreigner and a 
citizen by choice I say that I will no 
dividing line in the ranks of unempieyed of 
Chicago. 

The speaker said. the newspaper press had 
asserted that the Lake-Front crowd would not 
work if they had the chance. In reply to this 
he said: Open the shops and see. Why, the 
people would break their necks to get inside 
the workshops. One of the greatest weapons 
that organized capital has ever had to use 
against organized labor is the fact that the 
people are too willing to work. So willing 
that they would work for less wages than they 
should. Riots have been caused by this fact. 
The Homestead trouble was a notable ex-

HOW THE POLICE MASS FOR ACTION. 


A Thousand Reserves Kept from Sight 
Ready to Move at a Minute’s Notice, 


The police arrangements yesterday were 
complete and every officer in the department 
was on duty and ready to answer any call 
which might be made on him for service, 
Men were massed early at the principal 
down-town stations and the others held in re- 
serve at the stations on either side of the 
river. The orders were: f ee 2 

fe t bo too hasty, oroe 
ie A pan vi Act determinedly when 
required. 

Men began arriving at the City Hail from 
the outlying districts as early as 8 o’clock. By 
9 o' clock there were 200 there and at noon 
the reserves numbered 500. They camped in 
the court between the city and county build- 
ings out of sight. Toa passer-by the only in- 
dication that an unusual number of police- 
men was there was the sight ofa number of 
patrol wagons standing in the outer court., 

At Battery D 250 more men were massed 
early. They were all in uniform. Besides, 
about seventy-five detectives in citizen’s 
clothes gathered thére, and from time to time 
went among the people on the Lake-Front 
and reported later to Capt. Byrne of fhe Cen- 
tral Station, who was in command of the re- 
serves there. Seventy-five other detectives in 
citizen’s clothes were on the Lake-Front all 
day except when relieved for dinner, and they 
also kept their superior officers posted as to 
the movements of the crowd. 

At Harrison street Inspector Laughlin had 
command of his regular force and 250 
udditional men, who reported there :mmedi- 
ately after the morning roll-call at their re- 
spective stations. At Chicago Avenue Station, 
Desplaines Street Station, Twelfth Street Sta- 
tion, Maxwell Street Station, and others just 
across the river from the down-town district, 
other officers were held within call of the com- 
manders there. In all there were 1,000 of 
these men, al! of whom could have been taken 
to the Lake-Front in a few minutes. 

Chief Brennan abandoned his office on the 
first floor of the City Hall and took up tem- 
porary quarters in the telephone room at 
Central Station, the center of the whole police 
telephone spstem. One instrument was 
turned over to him and -he kept in constant 
communication with all his subordinate com- 
manding officers. 

It was not deemed advisable to let the men 
leave the stations for lunch. and the com- 
manding officers were ordered to procure 
coffee and sandwiches for the men. 
The Chief did not leave the telephone room 
for more than a few minutes all day loug. He 
had no lunch and seemingly forgot all except 
to keep the people on the Lake-Front in con- 
trol. From time to time some commanding 
officer came in and reported and asked for 
further instructions. They were given 
without any hestitancy on the part of the 
Chief, who seemed to have fully prepared his 
plan of action for the day, wide enough to 
cover all e contingencies, and was liv- 
ing up to the letter of them. Concerning this 
he said: , 


It is not always best to make known what you 


intend to do, and aside from the Mayor and my 
commanding officers no man in the city knew this 
3 what the arrangements for the day were. 
Now, the publie may as well know how well 
its interests are being looked after by the boys, 
who are as fine a lot, if they are so much crit- 
icised, as can be found in any city in the Union. 
I have men enough to crush out any riot which 
could start today on the Lake-Front. Today’s 
arrangements can prevail indefin

They 
were foreigners, men who knew no law in their 
own countries and knew none here. They should 
be made to know there is law here, and law that 
will reach them.

MORE MEETINGS NOT TO BE ALLOWED, 


Mayor Harrison Objects and Thinks They 
Can Do No Good, 


If this thing continues, unless the people 
stop those meetings on the Lake-Front—if 
they do meet there tomorrow I am going to 
keep them moving and not allow any speeches 
to be made. I have just given such an order 
to Chief of Police Brennan. If even then the 
people continue to make trouble Iam going 
to clear the Lake-Front and keep it clear.”’ 

Mayor Harrison was the speaker. He had 
just returned to his office from the Lake- 
Front, where he had listened to the speeches 
made there, Corporation Counsel Kraus had 
just called upon 
vent any more meetings. The Chief of Police 
had been called in to report on the day’s 
doings, and he too had urged that no more 
meetings be allowed. Both had gone, the 
latter with his orders as stated above. The 
Mayor continued: 


These meetings can do no possible good. Busi- 
ness-men of the city know there are a great many 
unemployed in the city and no meeting can con- 
vince them there are more than they think. The 
meeting of today, it was thought, would do good 
in snowing just how many idie men there are in 
the city. It did nothing of the kind. I myself 
saw there at least 100 men whom I know who 
would not work under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances, Thatisan indication of how many 
of that class were there, for I know few of that 
class. I saw too many small merchants and good 
people who are not out of work who had 

athered there from curiosity. I am convinced 
there are many hundreds of men out of work. 
What is more their ranks are being added to 
every day. I have just had advices that six car- 
loads of men who have been employed in the 
Iron Mountains, but who have lost their em- 
ployment, have just arrived in the city, Others 
will come and Chicago this winter will have to 
do just what it has to do every winter, help take 
care of them. 

The city isin no danger. We are going to feed 
the hungry just as we always have, Men will 
come bere in vast numbers, just as they do every 
winter, but they must not be allowed to stand in 
groups on the street and obstruct locomotion or 
meet to listen to fools make speeches. If this 
thing continues, if the people do not of their own 
accord stop having these meetings, I am going to 
keep them moving tomorrow and not allow 
speeches to be made. 

Chief Brennan intends to throw enough po- 
licemen into the park in the morning at 7 
o'clock, before the crowd begins to gather, to 
enforce the order he received from the Mayor. 
He has no doubt that he will be able to 


enforce it without trouble.

During last winter’s destitution among the 
people of Washington, she said, she had 
noticed one sad commentary upon the Ameri- 
can system, which was its one-sided method 
of educating the people, While people had 
been taught knowledge from books, 
they had not been taught how to 
use their hands and much distress in 
times like this were due to the lack of manual 
training in the public schools. Attention was 
needed to this deficiency in American educa- 
tional methods. She then outlined her plan 
of government employing agencies, declaring 
that these could be established just as custom. 
houses and toffices were now established, 
and if-the departanent of labor was madea 
Cabinet office and employment agencies es- 
tablished in every city throughout the coun- 
try the working classes would find great re- 
lief from the present condition and would be 
distributed where their services were demand- 


She declares that while thousands were out 
of work in Chicago the farmers in the North- 
west were crying for help, and under her pro- 

sed plan of government agencies the condi- 
tions in Chicago would be relieved and the 
farmers in the Northwest would receive a full 
supply of labor. 

Ridicules Kate Field's Theory. 

Attorney C. S. Darrow was the next speaker 
and he attacked Bishop Fallows’ theory that 
people were made poor by patronizing saloons, 
and ridiculed Kate Field’s government em- 
ployment agency schemv. e said the pres- 
ent conditions were the conditions that have 
always confronted the laboring men and al- 
ways would confront the laboring men until 
the benefits of iabor-saving machinery were 
distributed among the working classes instead 
of going to the benefit of individual employ- 


ers. 
William Kliver, late president of the Car- 


penters’ Union, and E. Woodbury made 
short apeeches counseling their fellow work- 
ingmen to remain steadfast to the union and 
to stand together for their mutual rights. 


ST. PAUL WOMAN URGES AGITATION, 


Thinks Labor Unions the Safety Valve of 
Society. 

A furniture wagon made a platform for the 
speakers assigned to wagon No. 1. It stood 
in the angle made by the Second Regiment 
Armory and the Illinois Central tracks, and a 
big crowd stood around it in the hot sun and 


applauded the speakers. 

Theodore Stamm of the Carpenters’ Union 
presided, and before introducing the speakers 
made a little speech himself, in which he ad- 
dressed the crowd as fellow-workmen and 
urged them to maintain peace and quiet. He 
warned those disposed to be disorderly or to 
resart to violence of any sort that the organ- 
ized labor unions of Chicago were prepared to 
maintain order. ! 

Mr. Stamm then introduced Eva McDon- 
ald Valesch of St. Paul, a little woman whose 
voice did not netrate far into the dense 
throng. She said she came from a farming 
State whose granaries were full to overflow- 
ing. Someof them contained the accumu- 
lated products of three years, but the people 
were poor, many of them in absolute want. 
She said: 

Overproduction has glutted the markets and 
caused the employers to discharge their work- 
men and leave them to starve. The Nation, 
State, and city are responsible for this state of 
affairs. If the workmen starve it will be the 
fault of the government. If these men are driven 
to acts of violence let the responsibility rest 
upon the government. We are organized labor- 
ers. We have been told that we are Anarchists 
andthat we are responsible for the labor troubles 
which have afflicted the country. On the other 
hand, the labor unions have been the safety 
valve af society. I am told that there are guns 
turned on this meeting and 1 see the police 
massed around us. We can sit on the safety 
valve this afternoon as well as any other time. 

George E. McNeill of Boston was the next 
speaker. Mr. McNeill started out with the 
assertion that the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, as written by Thomas Jefferson, was a 
failure. Itdid not give men the right to 
work for their bread, and even the right to 
loaf was restricted. As for the pursuit of 
happiness, it was necessary to ask the Mayor. 
Mr. McNeill said that whoever was responsi- 
ble for the employment of labor was responsi- 
ble for the non-employment. He said: 

The present time ought to be a warning to 
workingmen. In times of prosperity the treas- 
uries of the unions should be filled up and a fund 
secured for the times of distress. The White 
City at Jacks Park is a whited selpulcher. It 
is not the triumph of organized labor, but of or- 
ganized capital, Its beauty and splendor ought 
2 be contrasted with the scenes on the Lake- 

ront. 

Mr. McNeill was followed by Mrs. Thomas 
J. Morgan, who spoke hriefly, She said that 
the government was to blame for the present 
condition of affairs. Four men in Chicago 
controlled the wheat markets of the country 

and fixed the prices of the people’s food. 
Seven men controlled the price of coal in the 
country. She said: 

Workingmen, vote your own ticket when you 
go to the polls, Let the Republican and Demo- 
cratic tickets alone, Whatever you do now do 
— Don't give up these meetings, but 

‘cep them up until they give you work. 

Due to an Unjust Economical System. 


David B. Burke of the Knights of Labor 
spoke next, and ascribed the present trouble 
to an unjust and iniquitous economical sys- 
tem. The remedy was not to attack individ- 
uals or property, but to overthrow the whole 
system. While workizigmen might blame the 
capitalists for their present condition, the 
workmen were themselves to blame, because 
they had the power atany time with a free 
bailot and fair count to overthrow the whole 
system. Continuing, he said: 

I am not a believer in force. There is no irre- 
isistable foree except reason and public opinion. 
Keep quiet, wait and give the committee ap- 
pointed by the Mayor an opportunity to devise 
relief. Something will turn up. At least 20.000

NOTHING DISCOURAGES CARL BROWN, 


He Conducts His Little Opposition for Five 
Hours with a Panorama Annex. 

Carl Brown of California held a little oppo- 
sition meeting of his own at the south end of 
the ground, where the six wagons and speak- 
ers provided for in the official program were 
assembled. Mr. Brown said some good and 
original things, but the good were not orig- 
inal and the original were not good. That 
his name did not appear among the speakers 
was no fault of his. He had seen the Arrange- 
ment committee and the Mayor d asked 
permission to speak and as a last resort 
called at the Central Detail Station and asked 
the police. Capt. Burns told him to go ahead 
and incidentally told several Secret Service 
me to mingle in hig audience, 

Dressed as usuat in a fringed leather suit 
with silver dalla buttons, high top boots 
and a cowboy hat, he attracted more atten- 
tion than his address could command. He 
said he proposed to illustrate his lecture with 
a panorama,“ which, like his address, 
proved to be the product of a diseased im- 
agination. It was a few dogen studies in 
oil nailed on a pine stick, They were sup- 
posed to represent the relative position of the 
rich and poor. 

After a lengthy oration on his genealogical 
origin he commenced an attack on the rich 
and learned, the church and Bible, the Police 
Department, and the Chicago press. 

The police dispersed that portion of his 
audience which had climbed on the fences 
and buildings in the near vicinity, The other 
speakers won away the majority of those who 
might have remained, but Mr. Brown con- 
tinued to talk untiball other speakers and the 
most of the crowd had left the Lake-Front. 
He spoke from 2 p. m. until 7 p. m. 


SOME PRACTICAL PLANS PROPOSED. 


How Mayor Harrison’s Committee Will 
Help the Unemployeds 

Mayor Harrison’s Committees on Distribu- 
tion of Food and Obtainmg Employment for 
the Unemployed met in joint session last 
night at the Council Chamber. After consid- 
erable discussion it was decided to appoint a 
committee of seven, to be announced today, 
to take full charge of food distribution. The 
Finance committee was authorized to request 
the banks to loan money to contractors on 
city warrants that the work on the streets 
may go forward and employment be given to 
the unemployed. Col. Rend said: 

There is a great neéessity for immediate relief. 
The citizens of Chieago do not fully understand 
the distress at present among the poor or 
they would respond at once with the generosity 
for which they are noted. 

President Wenter of the Drainage Board 
thought the committee should establish head- 
qpertere in the heart of the city with branch 

istributing points in localities where the dis- 
tress was most severe. Z. 8. Holbrooke favored 
this plan and suggested that an organization be 
formed under the name of the “Chica o Bread 
Society’ to aid deserving poor. L. ＋ Kadesh 
advocated the establishment of soup kitchens in 
various parts of the city. County Eodatsissioner 
Martin Emerick said the thing to do first was 
to provide work for the unemployed. 
He said there was work for them on the streets. 
Out of 3,300 miles of streets only 900 miles were 
paved. Mencould be put to work at good ad- 
vantage improving these unimproved streets. 
City Controller O. D. Wetherell said that this 
suggestion could not be carried because the city 
has no funds and could hot issue bonds. His so- 
lution of the problem was to employ men at 
lower wages than were now current on the 
streets. Many more’ laborers could thus be 
given work. Ald. Madden said if the banks 
could be induced to lean money on the paper of 
contractors thecity could put 20,000 men to 
work on the streets. A resolution was passed 
requesting the Mayor to order the police to take 
acensus of the city with a view to finding out 
the exact condition of the laboring population. 
The banks and manfacturing establishments of 
the city will be requested to accept city war- 
rants as cash that work on street improvements 
may go on. 


RECRUITS FOR FINANCE COMMITTEE, 


Mayor Adds Railroad Presidents, Bankers, 
and Brewers to the List. 

To the Finance committee appointed by the 
Mayor to raise funds fortthe aid of the needy 
unemployed Mayor Harrison yesterday added 
all the Presidents of railroad companies, all 
the brewers, and all the bankers. The com- 
mittee now numbers nearly 500 persons. 


eAmong others who were added yesterday are 


William P. Henneberry, to solicit money 
from the printers; M. J. Carboy, to work 
among the plumbers; and Charles Plamondon 
to solicit aid from the machinery men. All 
the members of the committee, it is hoped 
will be present at the meeting in the Counci 
Chamber tomorrow night. Those who are 
not present are expected to go actively to 
work to start subscription books and distribute 
boxes in which the general public may make 
contributions. The need of immediate action 
is great, and the Mayor hopes all the mem- 
bers of the committee will appreciate it. 


Senator John Sherman is always sure of an 
audience when he talks on the public finances, 


His words have more weight than any man in 
legislation 


Congress. His views on financial 
command closer attention than those of the 
President himself, and except when con- 


trolled by the blind freé-coinage majority, the 
Senate is always ready to follow h's sugges- 


tions. 

Today Senator Sherman was at his best. 
He discussea the whole financial question on 
the plane of statesmanship, and he set forth 
with emphasis the story of the Sherman act. 
He also broadened the discussion as to the 
causes of the present disturbance by taking a 
rapid glance at the fiscal affairs of the world. 
His argument for repeal was not weakened by 
his tracing back the causes of the present con- 
dition beyond and independent of the silver 
purchase law. Senator Sherman went over the 
old ground of the act of 1873. Every time 
there is a financial debate he has to do it be- 
cause the same old malicious statement is 
made that Sherman secured the secret de- 
monetization of silver. This cry hasbeen the 
stock in trade of a good many eminent Dem- 
ocrate who, through the pressure of public 
opinion and the persuasive influence of Fed- 
eral patronage, are now ready by their votes 
to make an end of silver, 

Senator Sherman’s sharp characterization 
of Mr. Voorhees' recent utterance about the 
stealthy demonetization of 1878 brought a 
disclaimer from that shifty statesman. Voor- 
hees was good enough to acquit Senator Sher- 
man from all responsibility. 

The Ohio Senator is not one of those who 
think the repeal of the silver purchases is the 
sure forerunner of prosperity. He frankly 
told the Democrats if 
ing tariff laws they would plunge the coun- 
try into deeper distress than now exists. He 
believed there should be positive legislation 
to maintain the parity of all the money in the

Against Changing the Tariff.

exists. Taking it for granted that the Sherman 
law would be repealed, what of the future? 
While not the adviser of the Democratic party, I 
am entitled to give my opinion as an American 
citizen. First of all we must preserve intact the 
parity of all our money. It might 
necessary to issue our securitics to secure 
gold to maintain this parity, the onl 
way by which we can summarily secure gold. 
The balance of trade may be against us again 
next year, and if such a condition should arise 
the Secretary of the Lean ought to have the 
authority to make the dificit good. All parties 
have heretofore given the Secretaries this author 
ity, The exportation of Americen product ought 
to be encouraged by legislation. The surplus in 
the Treasury, if there is one—and I suppose there 
is, for Democratic Senators say so—should be 
coined and used for all legal purposes, I do not 
believe in buying silver from our own people and 
making a profit out of the proceeding. Ifitis a 

rofit it is an intrigue, if not a profit it is a fraud.

a falsehood; and I brand it so now and then. 
There has never been any bill freer from any im- 
moral or wrong influence than the act of 1878; 
and to say that it was passed surreptitiously is a 
falseh and a lie, by whoever uttered. 

Mr. Sherman devoted some time to an ex- 
posure of the falsehood of a letter written by 
some one who avowed himself an Anarchist, 
and who profeased to repeat a statement eup- 
posed to have been made to him by Mr. Ernst 
Seyd as to his N bribed Congress to pass 
the law of 1873. He declared Mr. gad 
was as extreme a bimetallist as any man with- 
in the sound of his voice, and that the state- 
ment of the obscure Anarchist was a lie made 
out of whole cloth. He continued: 

I boldly avowed my connection with the legis- 
lation of 1873, say {alluding tauntingly to 
Mr. Stewart of Nevada] that I would not plead 
the baby act. The Senator from Nevada, repre- 
senting as he did a State of 53,000 intelligent, 
active, industrious ple, interested in the min- 
ing of silver and gold, ought to have known at that 
time whevher the dear “dollar of the daddy 
was dead and gone or not.

Wasurveror, D. C., Aug. 30.—In the House 
today Mr. Talbot (Dem., Md.) asked unani- 
mous consent to introduce a bill repealing 
the statutes authorizingi the appointment of 
Marshals and Supervisors of election, Mr. 
Dingley (Rep., Maine), objected. 

Mr. Breckinridge (Dem., Ky,), from the 
Committee on Appropriations, reported 
urgency deficiency appropriation bill (which 
appropriates $300,000), and it was passed.

Wilson (Rep., Wash.) offered an amendment 
increasing the membership of Committees on 
Ways and Means and — 12 — from 
seventeen to nineteen, the additional mem- 
bers to be appointed from the territory west 
of the Missouri River, which at present has no 
representation, amendment was de- 
feated—yeas, 96; nays, 160.

The roll 
call of the committees showed that the South 
controlled the majorities of the committees.

Dr. Zaky Sabbagh, the Egyptian doctor in 
the Egyptian Village, attempted to shoot 
Manager Pangalo yesterday.

Birthday of the Distinguished German Sci- 
entist Celebrated at the Richelieu. 

The dinner given in honor of the great 
German scientist, Yon Helmholtz, by the 
Imperial German World’s Fair Commissioner, 
Dr. Richter, at the Richelieu last night, was a 
splendid affair, although it bore more ofa 
private character than the former dinners 
given here under the auspices of the German 
Government in connection with the World’s 
Columbian Exposition. The banquet hall was 
handsomely decorated. «Thirty-five distin- 
uished Germans attended.

LONG JOHN O'CONNOR IN A NEW ROLE 


British Commissioner to the Fair Appears 
as a Prisoner. 

New York, Aug. 30.—([Special.]—** Long 
John“ O'Connor, ex-member of Parliament 
for Tipperary, Barrister, Parnellite, and 
Royal British Commissioner to the World’s 
Fair, stood before Justice Hogan in Jefferson 
Market Police Court today a prisoner. He 
had been arrested and carried to a police sta- 
tion and coerced into charging a weak woman 
with the theft of his dia mond scarfpin and $30.

He encountered. the woman in Sixth 
avenue, and a waiter in a saloon informed a 
policeman that the couple were having 
trouble. O’Connor then preferred the charge 
of theft, and the arrests followed; but the 
Commissioner tried hurd to get out of appear- 
ing in court. His efforts proved futile, how- 
ever, but it is not deemed probable that he 
will again appear to prosecute the woman. 


PLACE BLAME ON THE TOWERMAN, 


Inquest on Victims of Long Island RKail- 
a road Disaster Begun. 


New York, Aug. 30.— [Special. Four em- 
ployés of the Long Island railroad sat as pris- 
oners in front of a Coroner’s jury im the New- 
town (L. I.) town hall tonight when the in- 
quest was begun on the sixteen victims of the 
disaster near Berlin last Saturday night. The 
men under arrest were P. F. Cronkite, engi- 
neer of the Rockaway train; Robert J. Knott, 
the towerman on Block 5; Charles W. Hess- 
ner, towerman on Block 6; and John Moll, 
conductor of the train that was wrecked, 

After adjournment — 1 Lawyer Kelly, 
representing the railroad, called Coroner 
Brandon aside and informed him that the 
company had placed the responsibility for 
the accident, and that when Towerman Knott 
took the stand he would acknowledge he 
made a mistake Saturday night when he sig- 
naled the man in the tower east of him to ad- 
mit the Rockaway train into Block 6.

And it is stated that sixty-two others are in 
the hands of national bank examiners with 
excellent prospects of early resumption. That 
makes a total of ninety-six out of the 154 that 
have suspended since the close of last year, 
The New York World prints a list of fifteen 
banks that have resumed in the last two 
weeks, of nine others that have received per- 
mission to resume; and. a list of a large num- 
ber of manufacturing concerns -that have re- 
sumed operations since Aug. 11. It says 
5,000 people have returned to work in the 
Merrimac mills at Lowell, Mass., and the 
same number of men are again employed by 
a Pittsburg firm. It chronicles a general re- 
sumption of work in Pittsburg, Cleveland, 
and Wheeling and says the returning con- 
fidence is limited to no section and to no one 
industry. It expresses the opinion that the 
many resumptions reported indicate a general 
and widespread return of good times. 


ANALYSIS BY SECTIONS OF THE VOTE ON 
THE REPEAL BILL. 

The total membership of the House should 
be 356. There are two vacant seats—one that 
of an Ohio Republican and the other that of a 
Michigan Democrat. There was cast on the 
passage of the repeal bill a total of 347 votes 
—239 in the affirmative and 108 in the nega- 
tive, leaving only 6 unaccounted for, besides 
the Speaker. Of these, one, who was for the 
bill, was called away by iliness. Another of 
its supporters was gaired. As the three other 
men were Southern Democrats who had voted 
for the free coinage amendments and stepped 
out on the repeal question, the full vote may 
be stated therefore as 241 for and 109 against, 
and 3 dodgers. Had the two dead members 
been present both would have voted for the 
bill. The Speaker would have voted for it if 
necessary. 

Analyzing the vote geographically and po- 
litically the result is as follows: The States 
north of the Potomac and east of the Alle- 
ghanies, including Maryland and Delaware, 
have 106 Representatives, of whom 56 are 
Republicans and 50 Democrats. Counting in 
Graham of New York, who was paired for the 
bill, that group of members gave 103 votes 
in the affirmative and oniy three in the nega- 
tive. One of these was cast by Sibley, a 
Pennsylvania Populist-Democrat of the crank 
kind, another by Hopkins, a Pennsylvania 
Republican whose reasons for antagonizing 
the sentiment of his platform, State, and dis- 
trict are unknown. His colleague Sibley 
wasa Democratic-Populist party fusion can- 
didate and it is easy to understand his course. 
Practically this one-third in population of the 
United States was a unit for the repeal of the 
disaster-causing law. 

Another group of States is composed of 
those east of the Missouri River—excluding 
the Dakotas, but including Missouri—north 
of the Ohio, and west of the Alleghanies. 
They have 111 Representatives, or would 
have were it not for the two Ohio and Michi- 
gan vacancies. Of the actuul 109 votes 
present 48 are Republicans, 60 Democrats, 
and one a Populist. Counting Cooper of 
Wisconsin as having voted in the affirmative, 
which he would have done if not suddenly 
called home by sickness, this group of 109 
members cast 86 votes for the bill and 23 
Against it, mostly Missourians. The names 
of those who voted in the negative are as fol- 
lows on the repeal of the Sherman law:

Of the 23 six are Republicans, sixteen Dem- 
ocrats, and one a Populist, so that of the 
eighty-six affirmative votes 42 were cast by 
Republicans and 46 by Democrats, It will 
be seen that of the twenty-three votes twelve 
came from benighted 58-cent dollar Mis- 
souri. But even with that ignorant border 
rufflan State included geographically the 
Central West gives an overwhelming majority 
for honest money of the fathers. 

The next group makes a very different 
showing. It is composed of the States of 
Kansas, Nebraska, the Dakotas, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Wyoming, Colorado, Nevada, Washing- 
ton. Oregon, and California. These twelve 
States are entitled to twenty-four Senators, 
though they have at this moment but twenty- 
one, and they have thirty-four Congressmen, 
only the same as New York, with two Sena- 
tors. Of these seventeen were elected as Repub- 
licans, seven as Democrats, and ten as Popu- 
lists. Of the whole lot only five voted for the 
repeal bill. They were: Cannon and Geary 
(Dems.) of California, Mercer (Rep.) of Ne- 
braska, Doolittle (Rep.) of Washington, and 
Johnson (Dem.) of North Dakota. All the 
other twenty-nine voted for slumping down 
to free coinage of 58-cent dollars. Some of 
them knew what they wanted and voted for 
it. Others represented deluded mine-owners 
who believe that free coinage would raise the 
price of their commodity, which it would not 
a cent an ounce. 

The last group of States is made up of 
those south of the Potomac and the Ohio, the 
southwesternmost being Arkansas and Texas. 
These thirteen States have 105 members, of 
whom five are Republicans and one hun- 
dred Democrats. One of these members was 
paired against the bill. Three others voted 
for free coinage amendments, but did not 
vote on the final passage of the bill. Leaving 
them out, but counting the man who was 
paired and the Speaker, this group of States 
cast 101 votes; 46 for the bill and 55 against 
it.

But we do use silver—550 millions of it. 
They say that otherwise gold will constantly 
grow dearer to the yearly loss of the debtor 
class, who will have to pay their debts in a 
medium dearer than the one in which the in- 
debtedness was incurred, But will future 
made debte be easier to pay by driving away 
all the gold and knocking down haif the pres- 
ent artificial value of our silver money? 


_ Creditors will demand twice as many dollars 
in exchange or payment for property sold as 


they now ask in gold. The free’ silverites 
always conceal that point. 

The best estimates make the amount of 
gold in the world used as money about 
4,400 millions, and of silver 4,320 millions. 
Total in round numbers, 8,720 millions. 

The largest part of this silver is employed 
in the silver standard countries, and nearly 
all the gold in the gold standard countries. 
The silver standard countries in Asia, South 
America, and portions of Africa have a total 
population of about 1,000 millions. The 
gold standard countries are the civilized ones 
embracing all Europe, the United States, 
Canadas, Australia, Egypt, South Africa, 
Cuba, and Argentina, and have a population 
of not more than 500 millions. 
The gold is all the basic money 
for ‘international trade there is in the 
world, All the values of commodities passing 
between different nations are computed in 
gold, and that metal is the only one used to 
pay indebtedness between people of different 
nations. 

Nearly 50 per cent of all the silver money 
is employed in the gold standard countries, 
and in them silver is held up to parity by 
the gold. But for that maintaining power 
the silver coins in the gold using countries 
would sink to the same level as in the silver 
money countries. In all of the latter the 
metal is worth in the market so much per 
ounce as compared with gold, and no more. 
The buying power of the silver is in that pro- 
portion as compared with gold. At one time 
—twenty years ago—15}¢ ounces of silver 
had about the same buying power as one 
ounce of gold. The sixteen ounces of silver 
had a little more than the same exchange 
value as the one ounce of gold. But since 
then the ratio has changed to about twenty- 
eight to one, partly because of the general 
adoption of the gold standard in ail Europe, 
but chiefly for the reason that the introduc- 
tion of cheapening processes has vastly less- 
ened the actual cost of producing the ounce 
of silver and increased its production, while 
they have operated to but a small extent in 
the case of gold. That is why the commer- 
cial world, which does not believe in the 
notion that a man may grow rich by exchang- 
ing something he owns for another thing of 
less intrinsic value, does not accept silver as 
worth its former rating, and arranges to get 
along with less of it as a money of account. 
Commerce regards silver coins at the old ratio 
as merely tokens, and the bullion price of the 
metal as the true value in exchange for com- 
modities. 

Now, how in the name of common sense is 
it going to increase the value of the stock of 
hard money in this country by discarding our 
full dollar gold and slumping down all our 
stock of silver held at parity with gold money 
and then try to fill up the void with silver 
dollars worth 50 or 60 cents each? We have 
never seen this problem satisfactorily solved 
by any of the free silvér standard promoters. 


ORIGINAL CAUSE OF THE PANIC WAS 
THE SHERMAN LAW. 

Senator Teller challenges any of his col- 
leagues to tell that he believes the people 
have brought about the panic because they 
were afraid of their money. He said there 
has been taken from the banks of the United 
States since last spring at least $150,000,- 
000 by men who were dissatisfied. They had 
taken out their money and put it away, but 
they had not demanded gold. They took 
whatever currency they could get. He chal- 
lenged the banks to show that any bank de- 
positor had demanded to be paid in any par- 
ticular kind of money. 

The Senator is not well posted. Within a 
year after the passage of the Sherman law 
gold began to go out of the country. Then 
shrewd, long-headed men at the East quietly 
drew out gold from the banks and hoarded it 
in safety deposit vaults. Very soon their ex- 
ample was followed by many others, and as 
the disquiet increased with the increase of the 
Sherman silver notes’ there was a sorting out 
of the old ‘greenback legal tenders to be hid- 
den away in safety deposit vaults or private 
hoards at home, the consequence being that 
scarcely anything besides silver certiticates 
has been seen in circulation for twelve or fif- 
teen months. Thedrain of deposits caused a 
big shrinkage in the amount of currency at 
command of the banks, and they were obliged 
to contract their loans in self-defense, which 
made money still “tighter.”’ When a man 
with a deposit of $5,000 asked for a loan of 
$10,000 and was refused he quietly drew out 
what he had to his credit, and either hourded 
it away or paid it to some other man who re- 
tired the money from circulation. The dis- 
trust extended and widened daily. The news 
that the banks refused to lend money, alleg- 
ing they had none to spare, as they were pre- 
paring to resist runs of depositors, inade other 
people nervous. Many thousands of deposit- 
ors, large and small, joined ina visit to the 
banks to get their money, lest a run would 
close them, the inciting cause at this stage of, 
matters being nota fear for the goodness of 
the money but doubt of many banks’ ability 
to pay. This constituted a money panic, 
which intensified the previous stringency so 
mach since April last as to make the banks 
call in their loans so as to be ready to answer 
the demands that might be made upon them 
by frightened depositors; and then manufact- 
urers had to suspend operations, as they were 
unable to get the accommodations necessary 
to a continuance of their business, 

While it is true that this rush of working 
men and women and small traders, with not 
a few others, may be likened to that of a flock 
of sheep which follows an old ram through a 
hole in the fence without waiting to see if 
there were any good reason for the move. 
ment, it is equally true that the rush was 
primarily due to the operation of the Sher- 
man law of July 14, 1890. Under that law 
there was a big monthly addition to the vol- 
ume of silver currency, with no addition to 
the stock of gold in the Treasury, the kind of 
money in which that currency had to be 
redeemed if parity were to be maintained. 
Our gold went to Europe and into safety 
deposit vaults in a heavy stream. The Treas- 
ury statistics show that 90 per cent of the 
Treasury notes issued for the monthly pur- 
chases of silver were presented for redemp- 
tion in gold almost immediately after their 
issue, and the proportion of gold in the pay- 
ment of dues to the government sank to zero. 

It was the working of the Sherman law 
depleting the Nationa) Treasury of its gold, 
and by adding to our load of depreciated sil- 
ver 4,500,000 ounces per month, with a 


guarantee continued redemption in gold, that 
caused long-headed men in this and other | 
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certificates to none at all after a bank 
closed its doors. But it is not true that none 
of them demanded gold, Many instances 
can be named in this city where the gold was 
demanded and paid over, then taken to a 
safety deposit vault for hoarding and locked 
up. ne 

Senator Teller and others who have made 
the statement that the Sherman law had 
nothing to do with the subsequent stringency 
are badly mistaken as to the facts, and ought 
to try to post up a little on the subject befdre 
they again run the risk of talking in public 
about things which they do not understand, 
misstating facts and exposing their ignorance. 


THE LAKE-FRONT DISORDER. 

The police are entitled to the highest credit 
for the handsome manner ip which they cleared 
the Lake Park in the vicinity of the Columbus 
statue yesterday. The order had been issued 
that no more of these disorderly meetings of 
the so-called. unemployed should be held in 
that spot and that there must be no more pa- 
rades. The mob deliberately attempted to 
violate the order. Several hundred lawless 
Italians made a parade on Michigan avenue 
and State street, blocking both thoroughfares, 
and upon being dispersed by the police came 
back to the park armed with clubs, picks, and 
shovels, and were joined by the ¢rowd around 
the statue. The mob soon grew riotous in its 
disposition and manifested its resentment 
against the police contingent which had been 
dispatched there by throwing stones, railroad 
iron, and ther missiles, At this juncture In- 
spector Shea ordered his men to Gisperse the 
mob, at the same time reminding them to 
keep cool about it and not use their clubs or 
canes, the ununiformed men carrying the lat- 
ter, unless it were necessary. The few hun- 
dred policemen moved steadily forward and 
in a few minutes drove the thousands off, ex- 
pediting the exit of the slower or uglier ones 
by the judicious use of canes and batons 
or a forcible shove from the rear. No one 
was hurt, but the park was cleared. without 
any delay and the police had possession of it 
and stopped any further gathering for the day 
amid the applause of a large crowd of curious 
spectators. ; 7 

The order that there shall be no more meet- 
ings or parades of a disorderly character is a 
timely one. These demonstrations about the 
Columbus statue have increased every day 
both in numbers and in the disorderly nature 
of their proceedings. But for the timely in- 
terposition of the police yesterday and the 
cool and resolute way in which they carried 
out their orders a dangerous riot might have 
been precipitated. It is understood now that 
there will be no more meetings and no more 
parades of this kind and the city government 
must enforce those orders at whatever cost. 
They ha ve done no good. On the other hand, 
they have done infinite harm by attracting 
crowds of vicious and dissolute persons, who 
have been drawn there with the hope there 
would bea chance for looting, plundering, 
and rioting. If there were genuine unem- 
ployed workingmen there they were made to 
suffer by the mob of tramps, vagrants, and 
hoodlums, and by the counsels of black flag 
and red flag alien agitators and professional 
riot inciters. There-wasno hope that they 
could get bread or gd Work at such meetings, 
and it is an advantage to them that this breed- 
ing place of riot and disorder has been broken 
up. The police must now keep it closed with 
a strong hand. It will save time, trouble, 
and money in dealing with the real question 
of unemployed labor and it will expedite the 
action of the committees who are endeavor- 
ing to supply labor and relief, This will be 
done as soon as possible. The worthy poor 
will be cared for. Men out of work will get 
work as soon as it can be had and meanwhile 
will not suffer if they make their wants 
known. But Chicago is not going to feed 
lazy loafers and tramps from other localities, 
nor is it going to allow any red flag or black 
flag seditionists to create disorder. They must 
move on or take the consequences. 


THE STORM KING’S WORK. 

The storm which raged on our Atlantic sea- 
board the early part of this week was one of 
the most terribly destructive, both in severity 
and extent, that have ever been reported. It 
appears to have swept northward from be- 
yond the West India Islands Sunday, taken in 
the Bermudas in its fell stroke, attacked as 
with a broadside of artillery the mainland 
just above Florida, and forced ite way along 
the coast till sheered off into the ocean Tues- 
day morning by the land that juts out east- 
ward from Boston. The greatest expenditure 
cf land fury was in the Sea Islands and on the 
coast south of Cape Hatteras. The dread re- 
sults of its sweep over the bosom of the ocean 
have yet to be reported, 

About seven hundred persons are supposed 
to have perished in the hurricane, the velocity 
of which exceeded 100 miles per hour, and 
doubtless that enumeration will be much in- 
creased by subsequent advices. Five hundred 
are reported to have been drowned on the Sea 
Islands, which literally were covered by the 
wild waste of waters forced over them by the 
angry winds. The tornado uprooted hundreds 
of giant trees in the City of Charleston, broke 
its famous Battery into pieces, and left little 
else than a wreck along the whole river front. 
Sullivan Island,a pleasure resort near Charles- 
ton, was completely submerged to a depth of 
some seven feet. About twenty wrecks are re- 
ported in and near Charleston, and thirty in 
the neighborhood of Savannah. Fully a hun- 
dred lives were lost at Port Royal, Beaufort, 
and neighboring points, and at New York 
some of the waves rose to a height of fifteen 
feet above the Battery wall, while everything 
along the coast in that section was broken up 
or carried off to sea. 

The property losses are partially estimated 
as follows for the cities: At Charleston 
$1,150,000, in and near Savannah 81,155, 
000, at Baltimore $500,000, in Connecticut 
$1,000,000, and in Boston and Philadelphia 
each $10,000. The losses im the country 
areas must have been greater than those in 
the cities, rolling the grand total up to many 
millions of dollars. For several miles back 
from the goastthe land was swept as with 
the besom of destruction. In Georgia and 
South Carolina the cotton and tobacco were 
razed from the soil,and in Delaware the 
peach crop was cut off. Virginia reports the 
destruction of crops of all kinds. New Jersey 
has lost vast quantities of fruits and corn, and 
in Connecticut the oyster beds are ruined as 
well as the fruits. 

The course of the storm was towards the 


northeast by north, and if is difficult to ac- 


count for it by reference to known meteoro- 
logical laws. It was not without precedent in 
direction, but it is usually understood that 
the return currents of air that have been 
drawn tothe equatorial regions to feed the 
trade wind system journey towards the poles 
in the upper strata of the atmosphere instead 
of at the surface of the earth, and the violence 
of the storm was too great to be consistent 
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of the Committee on Rules 
Speaker Crisp took the floor and in replying 
to Mr. Reed’s criticisms of the inconsistency 
of Democratic members claimed that the Reed 
rules had been condemned by the majority 
of the people in the election of 1892 and 
repudiated -as a usurpation. The Speaker’s 
claim, however, is not supported by the facts, 
as he himself well. knew when he made it. 

So far as is known not one vote was changed 
by the Reed rules in the whole United States, 
and not one person was influenced to vote the 
Democratic ticket by any such consideration. 
The issues in the Presidential election were 
of an entirely different character. 
were three considerations which determined 
the choice of voters. First, the personal 
popularity of the candidates was an inciting 
cause, The coldness of the great Blaine 
element helped Cleveland enormously in his 
contest with Harrison. Second, the chief 
political issue which divided the people and 
determined the candidate for whom they 
would cast their votes was free trade as 
against the McKinley tariff. Third, the 
Populist program of fiat shinplasters and un- 
limited irredeemable scrip helped largely to 
decide the contest. In a number of Repub- 
lican States the Democrats voted the mon- 
strous and irrational Populist ticket in order 
to keep Harrison from getting the Electors. 
The crank Weaver secured the Electoral votes 
of Kansas, Colorado, Idaho, Nevada, and 
North Dakota, and nearly carried Wyoming 
and Nebraska, while the diversion of Populist 
Republican cranks to Weaver almost cost the 
Republicans Ohio, and did cost them Cali- 
fornia. The secession of 264,066 votes, 
nearly all Republican, for abstract, imprac- 
ticable, political prohibition also weakened 
the Republicans in many States. 

These facts are now matters of current his- 
tory, and Speaker Crisp knows them as well 
as every one else. If he does not know them he 
has not intelligence enough to fill the Speak- 
er’s chair. The Reed rule of counting and 
declaring a quorum when the Speaker sees 
one sitting before him was too proper, ra- 
tional, and common sense to cause a single 
Republican in the whole United States to de- 
sert his party and vote for Crisp & Co. in or- 
der to punish Reed of Maine. Mr. Crisp in 
future should keep his chair. At least he 
should not descend to the floor to reply to 
Reed. His experience with that gentleman, 
who, in a single sentence, knocked the foun- 
dations out from under him and left him 
sprawling, should be a warning for him in the 
future not to trifle with the Czar.” As a 
matter of common courtesy it was unkind on 
the part of Crisp to assail Mr. Reed when the 
latter had done so much for the assistance of 
Cleveland on the floor of the House, of whom 
Mr. Crisp is a favorite protégé. It-is not 
likely, however, that the Speaker will renew 
the attack after being floored by a citation 
from his own rules. | 


Tue meetings which have been held at the 
base of tue Columbus statue on the Lake- 
Front during the last week or more, the char- 
acter of many of those who have attended 
them, the incendiary language of many of the 
speakers and the applause which has grested 
it, the effort to display red and black 
flags, and the attempt more than once 
made to resort to violence sufficiently 
demonstrate that the mob which has gathered 
there has not been entirely an army of men 
unemployed through necessity and seeking 
for means to get work, but a mob largely 
composed of idle, vicious, dissolute, and 
dangerous persons, welcoming any disturbance 
or any counsel which would cause a disturb- 
ance by which they might profit. During the 
last two or three weeks this mob has been re- 
inforced steadily from the outside and its 
character has become so well known that the 
labor organizations of the city refuse to 
countenance it or to recognize it as in any 
way representing labor, employed or unem- 
ployed. The following statement of a promi- 
nent labor leader at Albion; Mich., shows how 
the Chicago mob has gained in numbers: 

I find our little city much disturbed on account 
of the large number of tramps passing through 
here westward every day. As many as fifty have 
been reported as camping at one time just west 
of the city, and the officials at Battle Creek are 
reported to have said that fully 1,000 tramps 
passed through there last week. Chicago will 
surely have its hands full if it is going to be com- 
pelled to feed and clothe all the tramps in the 
country during the next two months or longer. 
It may be under threat of fre and blood and 
the black flag.” 

This is the sort of material out of which the 


bulk of the so-called “unemployed” who 
have been loafing around the Columbus statue 
and listening to incendiary black flag andred 
flag harangues is composed. The lazy loafers 
and tramps pouringin here by every train 
should be watched and put under police sur- 
veillance. The genuine workingmen of Chi- 
cago, the labor unions and organizations, owe 
it to themselves to help in the work. Chicago 
can take care of its unemployed workingmen 
and keep them from suffering, but it cannot 
and will not take care of or tolerate the vicious 
tramps and loafers from other places. 


WasuHIineTon advices show that the financial 
stringency is a powerfully practical argument 
in favor of increasing the circulation of na- 
tional bank notes up to the maximum allowed 
by law. The currency ordered during August 
for issue on bonds aggregates $31,796,000, 
of which New York City gets $11,508,775, 
Western banks $1,226,510, and Southern 
banks $472,200. The fall of the premium 
on bonds has helped not less than the scarcity 
of money on account of the lockup to induce 
the banks to increase their circulation. The 
relief thus far afforded, however, is but a smal! 
part of whatis possible. Ifthe Voorhees bill 
should become a law the increase of circula- 
tion would soon be about 100 millions, While 
that measure only provides for issuing up to 
the face value of the bonds, the augment for 
Which would be but about 20 millions, it 
would operate strongly as a stimulus to tak- 
ing out bunds for additional. circulation, for 
the reason that 100 per cent would be an in- 
ducement in several cases where 90 per cent 
is not. It is well known that some of .the 
national banks have declined to issue notes 
up to the 90 per cent limit of bonds they are 
obliged to keep on deposit at Washington, 
alleging that it does not pay, but they would 
not take the same position with regard to 100 
per cent if the law were so changed as to allow 
the issue of notes up to that limit. So there 
are cogent reasons why the Voorhees bill 
should pass, and that without unnecessary de-

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OITY OF SAVANNAH GOES ASHORE; 
ALL ON BOARD SAVED. 


Steamer City of Birmingham Rescues Peo- 
ple from a Stranded Ship~Seventy Vio- 
tims of the Great Storm in South Caro- 
lina Buried=More Details: of Loss and 
Damage in the Soath=Several Schoon- 
ers Lost on the Lakes and a Number of 
Lives Sacrificed. 

Savawwan, Ga., Aug. 30.—[Special.]—The 
steamer City of Savannah of the Ocean 
steamship company is a wreck on Hunting 
Island, off the east coast of South Carolina. 
The steamer went ashore there Sunday night. 
The City of Birmingham of the same line ar- 
rived at 7 o'clock tonight with the passengers 
and crew of the wrecked vessel. The flag of 
the City of Savannah hung over its side, The 
passengers were rescued by a tug from Beau- 
fort and transferred to the City of Birming- 
ham. The City of Savann&h fs a total loss 
and lies high and dry on the beach. 

The City of Savannah left Boston Thursday 
afternoon. It met one storm after another, 
there being three storms in all. Sunday’s 
storm was the worst. The steamer beat about.. 
all day Sunday, when its steam whistle was 
knocked off and the water began pouring into 
its hold and threatened to stop the engines. 
Seeing that the ship could last only a few 
hours longer Capt. Savage headed it for 
shoal water. The stokers were plied with 
stimulants.and food and every effort was 
made to reach shoal water before the vessel 
sunk. All night long the vessel ran in the 
storm, the passengers expecting death every 
minute. Early Monday morning the steamer 
was heard bumping and scraping against the 
bottom, and the passengers knew they had 
reached shoal water. The vessel was run as 
far aground as possible. 

Huge waves broke over it with increasing 
force and bent the boat to pieces. The cabins 
were smashed and carried away, first on one 
side and then on the other. Capt. Savage and 
the officers and crew used every effort to pre- 
vent loss of life among the passengers and 
were successful. Not a life was lost from 
aboard the ship. No signs of rescue appear- 
ing and the boat bemg undoubtedly doomed, 
Monday afternoon a small boat with three 
sailors who volunteered from the crew were 
sent out to find a place on shore where the 
boats could land. They did not return, but 
it was not known whether they reached the 
shore o not. Tuesday morning the only two 
lifeboats left were manned. The boats were 
filled with women and children, about fifteen 
in all. The boats set out for shore and sailed 
out of sight of those on board. They arrived 
at Coffins Point, St. Helena Island, where 
they are at present being well cdred for,some 
of them at Senator Don Cameron’s place. 
Those who remained on the City of Savannah 
were rescuéd by the City of Birmingham. 


Story of the Rescue. 


The City of Birmingham left New York Sat- 
urday, Aug. 26. Sunday off Cape Hatteras 
the wind and sea increased fearfully, and for 
twelve hours the ship through a terri- 
ble storm. Tuesday parts of vessels and 
cargoes were to be seen in r Pesoteneg, 90% At 
6 o'clock the water-logged schooner Joseph 
Souther was sighted, and Capt. Harvey Hud- 
son anda crew of six men were rescued, A 
few moments later a vessel was passed, bot- 
tom upward, Other vessels were seen with 
their masts and rigging partly gone. At 6 p. 
m. a ship was sighted ashore in the breakers 
about six miles south of St. Helena light- 
house. It was the City of Savannah going to 


piece, with its passengers and crew, number 


ing in all about seventy, in the rigging. The 
Birmingham was anchored, and Wednesda 
morning the rescue of those on board was ef- 
fected with safety. The wrecked passengers 
of the Savannah lost everything, some being 
without hats and coats. 

Capt. Tennie of the steamer 
arrived from Beaufort, St. Helena, 
and Biuffton half an hour before the City of 
Birmingham. He says that Beaufort is 
wrecked, and that on the Sea Islands the loss 
of life among the negroesis great. Fully 
half the population of the islands is drowned. 
The coast is covered with wrecks. Capt. 
Savage sent a letter by a boat to Beaufort 
Monday morning. That was the first news 
received that the steamer was lost. 

Following are particulars as to the effect of 
the storm at Tybee Island: 

It will cost probably- $50,000 to repair the 
damage. The bridge over Lazaretto Creek is 
wrecked. The track from Lazeretto Creek 
bridge is completely Wfecked for some distance.

Scott Bacon, his wife, and two sons lived, all of 
whom were killed, was blown from its trucks and 
has not been found. Only the servants’ quarters 
of the Knights of Pythias clubhouse remain.

The smaller 
town water-tank.and both windmills are gone. 
The Atlantic clubhouse is damaged. The Serada 
Archery clubhouse is standing. The four cot- 
tages surrounding the main building are blown 
away. The Hotel Tybee is damaged but little, It 
is estimated the losses of the planters will be 
much greater than was at first supposed. Nearly 
the whole crop is destroyed, and the loss is esti- 
mated at $400,000. The Norwegian brig came 
into the Tybee roads today having on board 
eighteen of the crew of the British ship Nettie 
Murphy, from Pensacola for Dundee, wrecked in 
the gulf. No lives were lost.

Half adozen schooners and canalboats are 
ashore or sunk, The track of the 
West Shore railroad is badly washed 
out. The Hudson River railroad 
tracks were badly washed out near Croton, 
where the bay was filled with wreckage, and 
every boat of the Croton Boat club is either 
swamped or broken up. At Croton Point five 
canal boats were sunk and their deck loads 
scattered. A big tow broke apart between 
Sing Smg and Verplank’s Point, and it is 
rumored seven bodies have washed ashore at 
Stony Point. 

The loss to tiver shipping is estimated to 
be fully $200,000,

Young Klotz pulled 
a istol and fired, shooting Scholl 
in the abdomen, The bullet took away part 
of a rib. The wound is dangerous. Scholl 
was the leader of an aggressive element in the 
Olympic club which led to the defeating the 
old officers and was formerly Chairman of the 
Contest committee.

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THE GOVERNOR SAYS TALK OF ITs 
EXISTENOE IS A LIBEL, 


According to His Count There Haye Never 
Been Fifty Anarchists in the State of 
IIlinol- Many of the Past Conspiracies, 
He Says, Were Fictions to Aid the Po- 
lice in Deriving Personal Advantage= 
Kread-Rioters Would Fight for the 
Country- Northwest News. | 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 30.—[S ]— 
Gov. Altgeld in the course of an — ann 
night on reports of recent activity among An- 
archists in Chicago said: 

„All talk of that kind is a malicious libel 
upon the great City of Chicago and the fair 
name of our State, and it is that kind of irre- 
sponsible talk in the past that has done ineal- 
culable injury to our good name, and it should 
be stopped, not only by individuals, but by 
4 newspapers that have been indulging in 

Why do you say it is a libet?” 

Because it is and always has been abso- 
lutely without foundation, and has been in- 
dulged in in part for sensational purposes 
and in part because certain individuais found 
that they could not only make political cap- 
ital out of it but could derive personal benefit 
and advantage by it.“ 

* Why do you say that?” 

** Because the man who was Chief of Police 
at the time the so-called anarchistic agitation 
was at its height some years ago. the man 
who was one of the most honest and able 
Chiefs of Police Chicago ever had, has not 
only stated that he investigated the 
whole matter carefully and watched the so- 
called Anarchists, and that he came to the con- 
clusion that there was not much in the whole 
Anarchist talk, but he has further stated that 
there were prominent police officials who 
wanted to have bogus anarchistic conspiracies 
formed in order to get the credit of dispera- 
ing them and who wanted to keep the conserv- 
ative public in a state of alarm in order that 
they themselves might derive personal ad- 
vantage out of it in the way of achiev: 
ing glory and promotion. Since that 
the same tactics have been resorted

never have been fifty Anarchists in the whole 
State of Illinois. I don’t believe there are 
fifty in all America. Of course small agi- 
tators wili assert to the contrary, but 
that signifies nothing. We have our criminal 
classes, as all other States and cities have. 
We have our percentage of thieves, of rob- 
bers, murderers, and of swindlers, but no 
more than our percentage. We have discon- 
tented people, as every State and coun- 
try in the world has. We have all 
manner of theorists, but they are law- 
abiding. We occasionally have serious labor 
troubles as every industria: community has. 
Let me say now that Illinois is one of the 
greetest, if not the greatest industrial State 
on the face of the earth, and, considering the 
extent of its industries, we have not the per. 
centage of labor troubles that they have in 
other States. During times of strikes there 
are occasional collisions with the authorities, 
just as there are in other States, and in times 
of serious labor trouble there is more or less 
irresponsible and wild talk, ali of which sub- 
sides and is forgotten the moment the labor 
trouble is over. At present the outlook for 
laborers is bad and we have a great many 
thousands of idle men. 

Patriots Among Bread Rioters. 


„Nobody likes to starve while there is 
bread in sight and we may have an occasion- 
al bread riot, but it will be by people 
nearly every man of whom would 
fight for the Stars and Stripes. There are 
to be found in all cities a few irre- 
sponsible agitators who talk loud and make a 
noise and if the newspapers will give them 
space the public may be led to believe that 
there are many men talking. The fact is it 
is time our people were developing a little 
more State pride. The growth of the 
State has been so marvellously rapid and its 
development so wonderful that our people 
do not yet fully understand that in evéry- 
thing that goes to make up a _ civilized 
and a mighty people Illinois is the greatest 
State upon earth. Yet such has been the 
course of some of our great newspapers in the 
past that an unfavorable impression has been 
made upon the world and, as a consequence, 
some of the States that have scarcely any- 
thing left but an overweening conceit and a 
threadbare reminiscence actually assume 
and air of superiority towards us.

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MURDERED IN A SALOON ROW, 


Granville Drowery Shot by Daniel Bench, 
an Attache of the Place. 

Daniel Scott’s basement saloon at No. 2106 
State street was the scene of a murder last 
night, the outcome of a quarrel that started 
over a dice game. Granville Drowery of 
No. 2121 Clark street was shot and instantly 
killed by Daniel Bench, an attaché of Scott’s 
saloon, who surrendered himself to the Twen- 
ty-second street police. Drowery and his fos- 
ter son, John Willits, had spent many of their 
evenings in the saloon, and had in some way, 
it is said, brought upon themselves the dislike 
of Bench, who was a cashier in a crap game. 
There was a quarrel in the saloon between the 
three men Tuesday night, and, it is said, 
Drowery left, saying he — to return 
last night and break the gam 

Willits told the police in ein detail how the 
shooting occurred. He said: 

I and Drowery entered the saloon and the lat- 
ter won a couple of times at craps. is angered 
Bench and he refused to let him play any more. 
— and Beowecs clinched and I thought there 

as going to be a fight. George Allen, better 
— as Flynn, had been in the game and I saw 
him partly take a revolver from his pocket. I 
turned i Deewter and seized him by one arm. 
Scott took hold of the other and ther we 
tried to get him out of the saloon. eled him 
to the stairway leading to the os 


when suddenly a shot was fired. 
fired it I don’t know, but it didn’t strike any 
one. Drowery insisted on going back into the 
saloon and playing, but Scott and I wouldn't let 
him. We were seuffling and all three fell down 
the stairway. Some one had bolted the door, but 


tered the saloon I saw Bench take his revolver 
from his pocket and fire at Drowery. The latter 
fell to the floor with a bullet in his left breas“. 
He r 2 to arise and Bench fired again. 
Drowery died within a few minutes. 

John Baker, Flynn, and others who were 


in the saloon at the time say they are posi- 
tive six shots were fired. Bench's revolver 
was found on the floor. Who fired the other 


shots is not known. 
All of the men in the saloon when the fight 
began were negroes. Bench gave himself up 
at the Twenty-second Street Station and 
Baker and Willits were detained as witnesses. 


SHOT DEAD IN A SALOON BRAWL. 


Michael McElligott Killed by Lawrence 
Cully. 

For shooting and killing Michael Mc- 
Elligott of Oakwood avenue and Leggett 
street last night Lawrence Cully was locked 
up in the police station in Brighton Park. 
McElligott, with his brother John, was in 
Patrick McElligott’s saloon at No. 3908 
South Western avenue. There they met James, 
Quinn, Jerry Delaney, John Don- 
nelly, and Cully. They all drank 
together at the bar several 
times and were about to separate when a dis 
pute arose. They were induced to leave, but 
an hour later the two McElligott boys re- 
turned and Michael, it is said, renewed the 
dispute. Without provocation, it is said, 
Cully drew a revolver and fired a shot at him. 
The bullet entered McElligott’s mouth, 
ranged upward, and lodged in his brain, kill- 
ing him instantly.

MAY FORCE FAIR TO PAY TAXES, 


State Board of Equalization Considering 
Question of Assessing Capital Stock. 
SprIneFIELD, III., Aug. 30.—[{Special.]— 
There is a possibility that the World’s Fair 
authorities will be called upon by the State 
Board of Equalization to pay a share of the 
State taxes. The World's Exposition of 
1892 was incorporated under the laws of 
Iilinois in 1890 with a capital stock of 


$5,000,000. ; 

Mr. McKnight, Chairman of the Corpora- 
tion committee, said today: Our natural 
inclination, of course,is not to make any as- 
sessment. The State is largely interested in 
the Exposition, having contributed $800,000 
to it. The United States Government has 
shown its good will by removing the duty 
from foreign articles on exhibition, except 
where they are sold here. The corporation is 
practically bankrupt, and on the whole I 
think there are pretty good reasons for per- 
mitting it to escape assessment. The question 
is still an open one.“ 

Although the corporation has been in exist- 
ence since 1890 the board did not assess it 
last year, although its stock was worth as 
much or more then than now. 

The State Board of Equalization adjourned 
over to next Tuesday without transacting any 
business. 


ANOTHER SLICE OFF BONDED DEBT. 


Twenty Per Cent Will Be Paid During the 
Month of December. 

Twenty per cent more of the $4,444,500 
bonded indebtedness of the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition will be paid off dur- 
ing the month of September. Ten 
per cent will be payable Sept. 7 and 
the other 10 per cent Sept. 15. Tweuty 
per cent has already been paid. The re- 
port of the Finance committee was taken 
oat after 4 o’clock, when the quorum of 
the Executive committee was announced. 
It with its recommendation was approved 
unanimously. “ We might as easily have 
made it 30 per cent,” said President 
Higinbotham, but we preferred to be on a 
conservative basis. While the bonded in- 
debtedness is being paid off the floating debt 
has not been unattended to and it is the con- 
sensus of opinion in the directory that with 
good weather the financial showing of the Ex- 
position will be as creditabie as the Exposi- 
tion itself. 


Foreigners View Fire Ruins. 

FarGco, N. D., Aug. 30. — The World's Fair 
Foreign Commissioners reached here this morn- 
ing. They stopped. during the evening at Hills- 
boro. The skeletons of burned out stores and 
factories and the operations of rebuilding the 
city formed objects of interest to the foreigners. 
Mayor Smith and Martin Hector, President of the 
State Board of World's Fair Managers, headed 
the reception committee. A slight change in the 
program of the party, with a stop-over in Mil- 
waukee, will bring the excursionists into Chicago 
tomorrow afternoon.

This is Netherlands day at the Fair and an in- 
teresting entertainment has been arranged for 
Festival Hall at 11 a. m. Dutch songs and 
speeches will alternate with English speeches 
and songs to make the occasion dear to the 
hearts of sons and daughters of the Low Coun- 
tries.

Reports from various 
sections indicate that a great number of visitors 
will be in the city especially for Netherlands 
day.

Cherokee Town Sites Already Occupied by 
Enterprising Settlers. 


Anxansas Crry, Kas., Aug. 30.—[United 
Press Dispatch. ]|—There is likely to be trouble 
over the Cherokee allotments after the strip 
opens. When the allotments were made the 
Cherokees picked them near projected county 
seats. The location of county seats was then 
changed by the department to circumvent 
them. They have also not been made on 
lands on which tnere are permanent im prove- 
ments,and as they will interfere seriously 
with a number of town site schemes 
they will be contested. A cattleman who 
— A through the strip yesterday from Okla- 
homa tes there are thousands of soon- 
ers along the eastern border. He saw 
hundreds of them who did not try to hide. 
They have gopher holes on many of the 
town sites. These are holes covered with a 
board on which sods are nailed and fur- 
nished with a breathing hole. He states that 
the cavalry would not be able to discover 
them. Troop C, Third Cavalry, which will be 
here from Fort 4 tonight, will go to 
Kirk, county seat of K County, twelve miles 
south of here, where tne country is honey- 
combed with sooners.“ 

Gururi, Ok., Aug. 30.—The Interior 
Department agents have just arrived here 
with the blanks showing what will be required 
of all persons intending to settle upon the 
Cherokee Strip. These requirements are 80 
Strict as to shut out fully half the people now 
arriving to enter the land. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 30.—The Secre- 
tary of the Interior has decided that parties 
wishing to make homestead entries in the 
Cherokee Outlet will not be permitted to go 
upon the Osage and Ponca Indian reserva- 
tions contiguous thereto with a view of enter- 
ing the outlet at the appointed time. 


FROST RUINS CRANBERRY CROP. 


Marsh Owners in Wisconsin Only Get On 
Day’s Picking. | 

Granrssunc, Wis., Aug. 80.—[Special.]— 
The heavy frost of last Monday night froze 
all the cranberries in this county. Hundreds 
of people had gone up to gather the berries 
and got but one day’s picking out of the crop. 
Thousands of bushels of berries were frozen, 
there being not enough gathered for home 
consumption. The loss will fall heavily on the 
marsh owners, as they had made large prep- 
arations for a heavy crop. 

Houuanp, Mich., Aug. 30.—[Special.]—A 
heavy frost fell here last night, making ice in 
some places. Farmers report corn, buck- 
wheat, beans, and garden vegetables serious- 
ly injured. 

OakLaxn, III., Aug. 30.—[Special.]—This 
vicinity was visited by heavy frost this morn- 
ing that did great damage to Indian corn, but 
more especially to broom corn. Several big 
fields of brush were entirely ruined. The in- 
dications are good for more frost tonight. 

Toprrxa, Kas., Aug. 30.—[Special. |—Secre- 
tary Mohler of the State Board of Agriculture 
will issue his monthly crop report early next 
week. Information received shows the corn 
crop to be fine in eastern two-thirds of the 
State. Recent rains have insured the largest 
yield ever known except 1889.

PUBLIC MISLED BY IGNORANCE, 


Prof. Gray’s Opening Speech in the Social 
and Economic Science Congress. 

One hundred people saw the organization of 
the Congress on Social and Economic Science 
at 11 o’clock yesterday morning. Prof. John 
H. Gray of Northwestern University, who 
presided, said in opening the congress: 

Lask if the professors of economics have done 
their part to give the masses knowledge of the 
elements of political and social science. And the 
answer must be no. One class of them has ig- 


nored the masses and oneclass has misled the 
populace. The trouble with our society and 


our legislation today is not cor- 
ruption, is not total depravity, but is ig- 
norance. Tho people d out something 


wrong and elect a legislature which acts without 
any knowledge of the evils to be remedied. That 
the laboring man has wrongs, that trusts and 
combinations of capitalists as now managed for 
the sake of private gain are bad, there tan be no 
doubt. That, in so far as immediate relief from 
legislation is concerned, most attempts to remedy 
these evils have proved miserable failures there 


can be no doubt. This is doubly true in regard 


to railroads, gas companies, and other corpora- 
‘tions of a quasi public nature, and why? For the 
simple reason that these companies have kept 


Secret all the facts of their life. What 


can a legislature do in such a. case? 
I answer nothing of ‘avail. What good 
can agitation for State ownership and other 
socialistic schemes do? Ianswer nothing until 
the facts as to every item of income and expendi- 
ture are known. Nobody knows today whether 
any of these corporations is charging its patrons 


| too much for its service or not. ow, then, can 
we as rational beings advocate public ownership | 
and operation? I answer we cannot. But are | 
we to sit supinely all our days and suffer in ig- | 


norance? Again I answer a thousand times no. 
Better that, however, than to plunge headlong 
into extravagant expenditures and enterprises 
which we could not carry out. Remember that 


am not saying a word for or against State owner- | 


ship; I am only pleading for the necessary facts 
to enable us in any case to determine whether or 
not State ownership is possible.

PETITION GRANTED, ORDER WITHHELD. 


Judge Jenkins’ Action in the Northern 
Pacific Receivers’ Matter. 


Mitwavxez. Wis., Aug. 30.—[Special.]— 
Judge Jenkins today granted the petition of 
the receivers of the Northern Pacific railroad 
for authority to issue $5,000,000 of receiv- 
ers’ certificates, but withheld his. order as 
subject to revision until Friday. When court 
opened today E. P. Vilas appeared as repre- 
sentative of Billings & Cardoza of New York 
and read a telegram from that firm stating 
that they represented a large number of the 
holders of the first, second, and third mort- 
gage bonds who desired to be heard in oppo- 
sition to the petition, and that a member of 
the firm was on the way to Milwaukee to pre- 
sent their case to the court. Mr. Vilas asked 
that the matter be postponed until the lawyer 
could get here and they could prepare to 
properly put the matter before the court. 
Mr. Curtis, representing the receivers, object- 
ed to any delay and stated that the holders of 
those mortgages were amply secured and that 
their interests could not be jeopardized 
by the issuance of the certificates In 
reply to a question by the. court Mr. 
Curtis said that the holders of Northern 


Pacific securities had been told not to |

In their answer to 
the petition the receivers of the Northern Pa- 
cific claim that there is no liability under the 
lease, that there are offsets which more than 
balance the rentals, that after allowing the 
amount due as rent there is $206,000 due to 
the Northern Pacific, that the road has been 
operated at a loss, and that under the lease 
the Northern Pacific has lost $1,444,000 in 
rent and operating expenses.

The war between the lake lines over 
freight rates from Lake Superior and Lake 
Michigan points to the East is growing more 


Yesterday advices were 
13 n received here that the Soo’ Line’s lake line 


had announced a rate of 2244 cents. per 100 
pounds on grain and flour from Minneapolis 
via Duluth and West Superior ‘to New York, 
Aug. 29, effective Sept. 1. This meets the 
rate put in effect from Minnéapolis via Du- 
luth and West Superior to New York, Aug. 
29, namely, 734 cents Minneapolis to Duluth 
and 15 cents thence to New York. 

The rate to the Soo line’s lake port, 
Gladstone, should be 10 cents, but as the 
lake lines had made the rates the same Aug. 
29 from Lake Superior and Lake Michigan 
ports, the Soo line evidently was deter- 
mined to maintain its right to equal through 
rates, and the opinion is that it was justified 
in taking that position. 

Yesterday the managers of the lake lines 
held a nieeting at Buffalo, and from a private 
dispatch received here last evening it is 
learned that they decided to put in a tariff on 
sixth class freight (flour, grain, millstuffs, 
eto.) of 1244 cents per 100 pounds from Chi- 
cago to New York. The Western Freight 
Association has therefore issued a new 
tariff making a through rate on grain 
and flour from Minneapolis via Milwaukee 
and Chicago in connection with lake lines to 
New York of 22% cents per 100 pounds, 
effective Sept. 1. is is the same rate as in 
effect via Lake Superior ports and Gladstone. 
The normal rate by lake and rail on sixth 
class, Chicago to New. York, is 20 cents, 
based on an all-rail rate of 25 cents. The all- 
rail rate remains at 25 cents, thus creating a 
differential between the lake and rail lines of 
12e cents, instead of 5 cents as heretofore 
in effect. 

The Central Traffic Association. lines be- 
tween Chicago and Buffalo are the worst suf- 
fers from this war between the lake trans- 
portation lines, as they cannot possibly 
secure any business with a differential of 
12½ cents per 100 pounds against them. 
In order to be placed on a par with the lake 
lines they would have to reduge flour and 
grain rates to 1746 cents per 100 pounds, 
Chicago to New York, instead of charg- 
ing 25 cents, as they are doing now. 
Unless the var between the lake 
lines is speedily settled the all-rall rates 
from Chicago will have to be materially re- 
duced or the east-bound roads will have to go 
out of the business. The opposition of the 
trunk lines to a reduction in rates is what 
embarrasses the Central Traffic Association 
roads the most. The trunk lines care but 
little whether they get their business from 
the lake lines or their rail connections and as 
a general rule they discriminate in favor of 
the lake lines.
